“ A D ouble P la g ia rism .—The Janesville 
Gazette publishes a communication placing side 
by ride, portions of the fourth of July oration 
of R. C. R. Chase, delivered at Jay, and pub­ 
lished in the Elizabethtown, Essex county, N. Y. 
Post, August 14, 1853, and that of David Nog­ 
gle, delivered at Fulton, Rock county, Wiscon­ 
sin, on the 4th of July, 1854, by which the tat­ 
ter gentleman b convicted of plagiarism, to a 
great extent But this b not the best of the 
joke. 
The very (nation of Mr. Chase, from 
which Mr. Nogglo draws so liberally, b substan­ 
tially the gr^al oration delivered by Silas 
Wright, at Canton, N. Y., several years since. 
A friend recognizes the ideas, and in most pla­ 
ces, the precise words of tile great statesman, 
as pronounced by him and subsequently pub­ 
lished ; although he is sorry to see in many pla­ 
ces, a shocking mutilation of tho grand ideas 
and charming style of Mr. Wright, to cover up 
the slovenly track of Mr. Chase. 
I have also seen a copy of the Rockford Star 
of 1840 in which that part of thb speech which 
I have quoted, was published, and upon exam­ 
ining the files of “ The Janesville Gazette,” (if 
you have tile curiosity to do so) you will find 
the same portion in a number of that paper da 
ted August 1st, 1846, and again you find it in 
the Free Press of July 18th, A. D. 1854. 
Even admitting it was hb own production, 
what a precious prodigy, in hb own estimation, 
it must have been—how paternally be must 
have hugged it to bb bosom and kept it by hb 
ride—and how self-sacrificing he must have 
been to give it to the gaze of the world three 
times within the last fourteen years and within 
a circumference of thirty miles.

Such a state of things is well calcula­ 
ted to bring together into one party, all those 
who are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
from the encroachments of the dave power, and 
the policy subservient to that interest which has 
been cherished by the democrats in this state.

DIAII Si«:—In the first .note addressed by 
e to you in the Gazette, I said I proposed to 
how. that the Hon, David Noggle has perpe- 
rated in the speech he delivered at Fulton, on 
he 4th of July fast, a literary larceny. 


In the extracts given from Mr. Chase's ora- 
on and roy own, I think it will be apparent to 
ou that he has done so. He claims (it is said) 
bat the oration delivered upon the occasion 
hen you were president of the day, had been 
renounced by him atBeloit in 1840. This may 
e so; but is it not a strange coincidence that 
gentleman residing in New York should filch 
•om another in the then territory of Wisconsin, 
fourth of July oration f And taking into con- 
deralion the fact that he has plagiarized from 
to humble an individual as myself, is it not fair 
0 presume that the speech delivered at your 
lace was an emanation from the brain of ano- 
ler, even though Mr. Chase may have stolen his 
ddrcss from some other gentleman ? It is said 
n the streets, and confidently averred, that at 
t the time when Mr. Noggle delivered his ad- 
ress in. Beloir, in 1840, which he claims is sub- 
tantially the same, as addressed to your peo- 
le.it was then known that that address was 
ot his own production. For the truth of this 


assertion I will not now Vouch. But if the fact 
an be ascertained hereafter, you, and those 
efore whom it was delivered, shall bo advised 
f the larceny. 
But, Mr. Bowman, how will Mr, Noggle account 
or having filched from me ? Will he say that 
we both have taken our thoughts and language 
roro another? If he does, will it not place him 
as an orator and a gentleman in a very nnenvi- 
ble position ? And without intending to be 
gotistical or boastful, I simply wish to say that 


defy Mr. Noggle, or any other man, to pro- 


luce any speech or oration from which I have 
aken that "portion of his address which he has 
aken from mine.

cen, and beg you to understand that the words 
furvid eloquence,' which I used in my first note, 
do not apply to any thing which Mr. Noggle 
las stolen from me.

1 have quoted, was published, and upon exam 
ining the files of " The Janesville Gazette," (i 
you have the curiosity to do so) you will find 
the same portion in a number of that paper da 
ted August 1st, 1840, and again you find it in 
the Free Press of July 18th, A. D. 1854. 


Even admitting it was his own production 


what a precious prodigy, in his own estimation 
it must have been—how paternally he mus 
have hugged it to his bosom and kept it by hi 
side—and how self-sacrificing he must hav 
been to give it to the gaze of the world three 
times within the last fourteen years and within 
a circumference of thirty miles.

XoYKMiNTS IK MICHIGAN AND OTHER STATES, 


—Certain presses seem to be very much annoy 
ed at the course pursued by the freesoilers and 
whig* in Michigan, Ohio. Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Jtc. Now the course of the whigs in those states 
does not give us any trouble at all. 
We arc too 


liberal in our views and feelings to wish to con- 
UoJourwhig/ricnds in other states. We cheer- 
fully grant them what we claim for ourselves, 
the right of managing our own affairs in our own 
way. 
There may be reasons in Michigan which 


call upon the whigs and freesoilers to drop their 
old organizations and unite in one party to op- 
pone the old fogy, democratic Cass party in 
Michigan. They have long been in power there 
and have hung like an incubus about the neck 
of all improvements and reforms. 
By following 


Cass they have become a rabid pro-slavery party 
ready to do the bidding of their southera mas- 
ters in all things. So long as they are permit- 
ted to bear sway, the state is chained down to 
the dotard policy of Gen. Cass at home, and the 
reckless, aggressive, slavery extension policy 
abroad. Such a state of things is well calcula- 
ted to bring together into one party, all those 
who are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
from the encroachments of the slave power, and 
the policy subservient to that interest which has 
been cherished by the democrats in this state. 


We leave the whigs in that state to judge for 


themselves, and to adopt such measures as they 
may think best calculated to stay the evil which 
threatens them, and to carry forward the great 
cause which every whig has at heart. As the 
whigs of Massachusetts feel themselves qualified 
to judge in their own case, and to manage their 
ownanairs; so they are willing to leave their 
brethren in other states in the enjoyment of the 
awne privilege. What Massachusetts may do is 
no rule for Ohio or Michigan, and what they 
may do is no rule for us. 
The whigs do not lil- 


k>w,_ like the democrats, a central master at the 
White House to "crush out" the independence 
of the states. 
Thay do not feel willing to sur- 


render their manhood to any one ambitions lead- 
er, or to advocate the extension of slavery at 
Wie bidding of any tool of the south. 
The 


whigs «re in favor of the right of private judg- 
ment, and disdain to follow the lead of any one 
man or any set of men. 


The whigs throughout the north are opposed 


to the spread of that institution in view of which 
Jefferson said, that he trembled for his country 
•when he considered that God was just. And 
being thus opposed, they will use the most effi- 
cient measures to resist the grasping spirit of 
those who are striving to uphold it. But the 
efficiency of the means to be employed must de- 
pend upon circumstances. 
The most efficient 


means in one state may not be the most efficient 
in another. In Massachusetts the whigs are the 
dominate party, numbering twice as many as the 
freesoil party, and there seems to be no good 
reason why they should give up their organiza- 
tion, and form a new party when that new par- 
ty could take no other ground with any hope 
of success in opposing the encroachments of 
slavery, than that already adopted by the whigs. 
We, like our brethren in other states, are resolv- 
ed to assert our manhood, and strive to place a 
delegation in congress which will be proof 
against temptation, and which will stand firm in 
freedom's cause. This is our object, and those 
who seek the same end can co-operate with us. 


We complain of the south, but have more 


reason to complain of the traitors among us, 
who betray northern interests. We want such 
action at the north as will enable us to sustain 
men who are faithful, and to consign to infamy 
those who have been found willing to barter 
freedom for some paltry office. 
The whigs are 


ready, we trust, to take this ground and when 
they have filled congress with good men and 
true, they will demand at their hands the repeal 
of the Nebraska bill. Such are our objects, and 
all who seek the same end can become co-work- 
ers together with us, and will find us intent upon 
that great and good object.—Boston Atlas.

to-day the call of the central committe for a con- 
vention to be held at Mineral Point, September

The very oration of Mr. Chase, from 


which Mr. Noggle draws so liberally, is substan- 
tially the great oration delivered by Silas 
Wright, at Canton, N. Y., several years since. 
A friend recognizes the ideas, and in most pla- 
ces, the precise words of the great statesman, 
as pronounced by him and subsequently pub- 
lished ; although he is sorry to see iu many pla- 
ces, a shocking mutilation of the grand ideas 
and charming style of Mr. Wright, to cover up 
the slovenly track of Mr. Chase." 


I have also seen a copy of the Rockford Star 


of 1S40 in which that part of this speech which 
I have quoted, was published, and upon exam- 
ining the files of " The Janesville Gazette," (if 
you have the curiosity to do so) you will find 
the same portion in a number of that paper da- 
ted August 1st, 1846, and again you find it in 
the Free Press of July 18th, A. D. 1854. 


Even admitting it was his own production, 


what a precious prodigy, in his own estimation, 
it must have been—how paternally he must 
have hugged it to his bosom and kept it by his 
side-r-and how self-sacrificing he must have 
been to give it to the gaze of the world three 
times within the last fourteen years and within 
a circumference of thirty miles.

MOVEMENTS is MICHIGAN- AND OTHER STATES, 


•—Certain presses seem to be very much annoy 
ed at tbe course pursued by the freesoilers and 
•n-higs in Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
&c. Now the course of the whigs in those states 
does not give'us any trouble at all. We are too 
liberal in our views and feelings to wish to 
con- 


trol our whig.friends in other states. 
We cheer- 


fully grant them what we claim for ourselves, 
the right of managing our own affairs in our own 
way. 
There may be reasons in Michigan which 


call upon the whigs and freesoilers-to drop their 
old organizations and unite in one party to op- 
pose the old fogy, democratic Cass party in 
Michigan. 
They have long been in power there 


and have hung like an incubus about the neck 
of all improvemonts and reforms. 
By following 


Gass they have become a rabid pro-slavery party 
ready to do the bidding of their southern 
mas- 


ters ia all things. 
So long as they are permit- 


ted to bear sway, the state is chained clown to 
the dotard policy of Gen. Cass at home, and the 
reckless, aggressive, slavery extension policy 
abroad. 
Such a state of things is well calcula- 


ted to bring together into one party, all those 
•who are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
From the encroachments of the slave power, and 
the policy subservient to that interest which has 
been cherished by the democrats in this state. 


- We leave the whigs in that state to judge for 
themselves, and to adopt such measures as they 
may think best calculated to stay the evil which 
threatens them, and to carry forward the great 
cause which every whig has at heart. 
As the 


whigs of Massachusetts feel themselves qualified 
tejudge in their own case, and to manage their 
"own *,S5ars; so they are willing to leave their 
brethren in other states in the enjoyment of the 
same privilege. What Massachusetts may do is 
no rule for Ohio or Michigan, and what they 
jiiay do is.no rule for us. 
The whigs do not ul- 


low, like the democrats, a central master at the 
White House to "crush out" the independence 
of the states. 
Thoy do not feel willing to sur- 


render their manhood to any one ambitions lead- 
er, or to advocate the extension of slavery at 
the. bidding of any tool of the south. 
The 


whigs are in favor of the right of private judg- 
ment, and disdain to follow the lead of any one 
man or any set of men. 


The whigs throughout the north are opposed 


to the spread of that institution in view of which 
Jefferson said, that he trembled for his country 
when he .considered that God was just. 
And 


being thus opposed, they will use the most effi- 
cient measures to resist the grasping spirit of 
those who are striving to uphold it. 
But the 


efficiency of the means to be employed must de- 
pend upon circumstances. 
The most officiant 


means in one state may not bo the mostefficient 
in another. 
In Massachusetts the whigs are the 


dominate party, numbering twice as many as the 
freesoi! party, and there seems to be no good 
reason why they should give up their organiza- 
tion, and form a new party when that new par- 
ty could take no other ground with any hope 
of success in opposing the encroachments of 
slavery, than that already adopted by the whigs. 
We, like our brethren in other states, are resolv- 
ed to assert ourmanhood, and strive to place a 
delegation, in congress which will be proof 
against temptation, and which will stand firm in 
freedom's cause. 
This is our object, and those 


who seek the same end can co-operate with us. 


We complain of the south, but have more 


reason to complain of the traitors among us, 
who betray northern interests. We want such 
action at the north as will enable us to sustain 
men who. are faithful, and to consign to infamy 
those who .have been found willing to barter 
freedom for some paltry office. 
The whigs are 


ready, we trust, to take this ground and when 
they have filled congress with good men and 
true, they will demand at their hands the repeal 
of the Nebraska bill. 
Such are our objects, and 


all who seek the same end can become co-work- 
ers together with us, and will find us intent upon 
that great and good object.—Boston Atlas.

DEAnStBr—In the first jiote addressed by 


mo to you in the Gazette, I said I proposed to 
show that the Hon. David Xogglo has perpe- 
trated in the speech he delivered at Fulton, on 
the 4th of July last, a literary larceny. 


In the extracts given from Mr. Chase's ora- 


tion and my own, I think it will be apparent to 
you that he has done so. He claims (it is said) 
that the oration delivered upon the occasion 
when you were pi evident of the day, had been 
pronounced by him atBeloh in 1840. This may 
bo so; but is it not a strange coincidence that 
a gentleman residing in New Yoik should filch 
from another in the then tiMiitory of Wisconsin, 
a fourth of July oration ? And taking Into con- 
sidcia'.iou the fact that ho has plngiaiued from 
so humble an individual as myself, is it not fair 
to presume that the speech delivered at your 
place was an emanation from the brain of ano- 
ther, even though Mr. Chase'may have stolen his 
address from some other gentleman ? It is said 
in the streets, and confidently averred,' that at 
at the time when Mr. Nbgglo delivered his ad- 
dress in Belolt, in 1840, which he claims is sub- 
stantially the same, as addressed to your peo- 
ple, It was then known that that address was 
not his own production. 
For the truth of this 


assertion I will not now Vouch. But if the fact 
can be ascertained hereafter, you, and those 
before whom it was delivered, shall bo advised1 


of the larceny. 
But, Mr. Bowman, how will Mr. Nogglo account 


for having filched from me ? Will he eay that 
we both have taken onr thoughts and language 
from another? If he does, will it not place him 
as an orator and a gentleman in a very unenvi- 
able position? And without intending to bo 
egotistical or boastful, I simply uish to Buy that 
I defy Mr. Noggle, or any other man, to pro- 
duce any speech or oration from which J have 
taken thnt'portion of his address which he 1ms 
taken from mine. The thoughts therein con- 
tained perhaps are not new; but tha Itmgunge 
is my own.

I have nbo seen n copy of the Rockford Star 


of 1840 in which that part of this speech which 
I have quoted, was r nbli;hed, and upon exam- 
ining the files of "The Jancsvillc Onzctte," (if 
you have the curiosity to do eo) you will find 
tho same portion in n number of that paper da- 
ted August 1st, 1840, and again you find it in 
the Free Press of July 18th, A. D. 1851.

DEAnStBr—In the first jiote addressed by 


mo to you in the Gazette, I said I proposed to 
show that the Hon. David Xogglo has perpe- 
trated in the speech he delivered at Fulton, on 
the 4th of July last, a literary larceny. 


In the extracts given from Mr. Chase's ora- 


tion and my own, I think it will be apparent to 
you that he has done so. He claims (it is said) 
that the oration delivered upon the occasion 
when you were pi evident of the day, had been 
pronounced by him atBeloh in 1840. This may 
bo so; but is it not a strange coincidence that 
a gentleman residing in New Yoik should filch 
from another in the then tiMiitory of Wisconsin, 
a fourth of July oration ? And taking Into con- 
sidcia'.iou the fact that ho has plngiaiued from 
so humble an individual as myself, is it not fair 
to presume that the speech delivered at your 
place was an emanation from the brain of ano- 
ther, even though Mr. Chase'may have stolen his 
address from some other gentleman ? It is said 
in the streets, and confidently averred,' that at 
at the time when Mr. Nbgglo delivered his ad- 
dress in Belolt, in 1840, which he claims is sub- 
stantially the same, as addressed to your peo- 
ple, It was then known that that address was 
not his own production. 
For the truth of this 


assertion I will not now Vouch. But if the fact 
can be ascertained hereafter, you, and those 
before whom it was delivered, shall bo advised1 


of the larceny. 
But, Mr. Bowman, how will Mr. Nogglo account 


for having filched from me ? Will he eay that 
we both have taken onr thoughts and language 
from another? If he does, will it not place him 
as an orator and a gentleman in a very unenvi- 
able position?

MOVEMENTS IN Micmcux AND OTHER STATKS, 


— Certain presses seem to .bo very much annoy 
ed at the courso pursued by tho frecaoilers nnd 
•whiga in Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
&c. Now tho course of the whigs hi those states 
does not givo us any trouble at nil. We arc too 
liberal in our view* nnd feelings to wish to con- 
trol our whig/riends In other states. We cheer- 
fully gran', them what wo claim for ourselves, 
tho right of managing our own afliiirs in our own 
v(zj. 
There may be reasons in Michigan which 


call upon the^vhiga and frecsoiters to drop their 
old organizations and unite in one party to op- 
pose the old fogy, democratic Cass party in 
Michigan. They havo long been in power there 
and have hung like an incubus about the neck 
of all iinprovonionta and reform:?. By following 
Cass they havo become a rabid pro-slavery party 
ready to do tho biddiuc of their southern mas- 
ters in all things. So long as they arc permit- 
ted to bear sway, the state Is chained down to 
the dotard policy of Gen. Casa at home, and tho 
reckless, aggressive, slavery extension policy 
abroad. Such a state of things is well calcula- 
ted to bring together into ono party, all those 
vrho are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
from the encroachments of the slave power, and 
the policy eubscrvient to that interest which has 
been cherished by tho democrats in this state. 


We leave the whigs in that state to judge for 


themselves, and to adopt such measures as they 
may think best calculated to stay the evil which 
threatens them, and to carry forward tho great 
cause which every whig has at heart. As the 
whiga of Massachusetts feel themselves qualified 
to judgo In their own case, and to manage their 
own affairs; BO they arc willing to leave their 
brethren In other states in the enjoyment of the 
eamo privilege. What Massachusetts may do is 
HP rule fyr Ohio or Michigan, and what thev 
may do Is no rule for us. The whigg do not nl-. 
low, like the democrats, n central master at the 
White House to "crush out" tho independence 
of the states. Thoy do not feel willing to sur- 
render their manhood to any one ambitions lead- 
er, or to advocate the extension of slavery at 
the bidding of any tool of tho south. The 
Whlga are In favor of the right of private judg- 
ment, and disdain'to follow the lead of any one 
man or any set of men. 


The whigs throughout tho north are opposed 


to tho spread of that institution in view of which 
Jefferson said, that he trembled for his country 
when he considered that God was just. And 
being thus opposed, they will use the most elli- 
clout measures to resist the grasping spirit of 
those who are striving to uphold it. But the 
etUcicncy of the means to bo employed must de- 
pend upon circumstances. The moat elltciont 
means in one state may not be tho moalcflicient 
in another. In Massachusetts the whigs are tho 
dominate party, numbering twice as many as the 
freesoil party, and there seems to be no good 
reason why they should give up their organiza- 
tion, and form a new party when that new par- 
ty could take no other ground with any hope 
of success In opposing the encroachments of 
slavery, than that already adopted by the whig?. 
We, like our brethren in other states, are resolv- 
ed to assert our manhood, nnd strive to place a 
delegation In congress which will bo proof 
against temptation, and which will stand firm in 
freedom's cause. This is our object, and those 
who seek tho same end can co-operate with us. 


We complain of tho south, but have more 


reason to complain of the traitors among us, 
•who betray northern interests. We want such 
action at the north as will enable us to sustain 
men who arc faithful, and to consign to infamy 
those who have been found willing to barter 
freedom for some paltry ofllco. The whigs are 
ready, wo trust, to take this ground nnd when 
they have filled congress with good men and 
true, they will demand at their hands the repeal 
of the Nebraska bill. Such arc our objects, nnd 
all who seek tho same end con become co-work- 
ers together with us, nnd will find us intent upon 
that great nnd good object. — Motion Atlas.

MOVEMENTS IN Micmcux AND OTHER STATKS, 


— Certain presses seem to .bo very much annoy 
ed at the courso pursued by tho frecaoilers nnd 
•whiga in Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
&c. Now tho course of the whigs hi those states 
does not givo us any trouble at nil. We arc too 
liberal in our view* nnd feelings to wish to con- 
trol our whig/riends In other states. We cheer- 
fully gran', them what wo claim for ourselves, 
tho right of managing our own afliiirs in our own 
v(zj. 
There may be reasons in Michigan which 


call upon the^vhiga and frecsoiters to drop their 
old organizations and unite in one party to op- 
pose the old fogy, democratic Cass party in 
Michigan. They havo long been in power there 
and have hung like an incubus about the neck 
of all iinprovonionta and reform:?. By following 
Cass they havo become a rabid pro-slavery party 
ready to do tho biddiuc of their southern mas- 
ters in all things. So long as they arc permit- 
ted to bear sway, the state Is chained down to 
the dotard policy of Gen. Casa at home, and tho 
reckless, aggressive, slavery extension policy 
abroad. Such a state of things is well calcula- 
ted to bring together into ono party, all those 
vrho are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
from the encroachments of the slave power, and 
the policy eubscrvient to that interest which has 
been cherished by tho democrats in this state. 


We leave the whigs in that state to judge for 


themselves, and to adopt such measures as they 
may think best calculated to stay the evil which 
threatens them, and to carry forward tho great 
cause which every whig has at heart. As the 
whiga of Massachusetts feel themselves qualified 
to judgo In their own case, and to manage their 
own affairs; BO they arc willing to leave their 
brethren In other states in the enjoyment of the 
eamo privilege. What Massachusetts may do is 
HP rule fyr Ohio or Michigan, and what thev 
may do Is no rule for us. The whigg do not nl-. 
low, like the democrats, n central master at the 
White House to "crush out" tho independence 
of the states. Thoy do not feel willing to sur- 
render their manhood to any one ambitions lead- 
er, or to advocate the extension of slavery at 
the bidding of any tool of tho south. The 
Whlga are In favor of the right of private judg- 
ment, and disdain'to follow the lead of any one 
man or any set of men. 


The whigs throughout tho north are opposed 


to tho spread of that institution in view of which 
Jefferson said, that he trembled for his country 
when he considered that God was just. And 
being thus opposed, they will use the most elli- 
clout measures to resist the grasping spirit of 
those who are striving to uphold it. But the 
etUcicncy of the means to bo employed must de- 
pend upon circumstances. The moat elltciont 
means in one state may not be tho moalcflicient 
in another. In Massachusetts the whigs are tho 
dominate party, numbering twice as many as the 
freesoil party, and there seems to be no good 
reason why they should give up their organiza- 
tion, and form a new party when that new par- 
ty could take no other ground with any hope 
of success In opposing the encroachments of 
slavery, than that already adopted by the whig?. 
We, like our brethren in other states, are resolv- 
ed to assert our manhood, nnd strive to place a 
delegation In congress which will bo proof 
against temptation, and which will stand firm in 
freedom's cause. This is our object, and those 
who seek tho same end can co-operate with us. 


We complain of tho south, but have more 


reason to complain of the traitors among us, 
•who betray northern interests. We want such 
action at the north as will enable us to sustain 
men who arc faithful, and to consign to infamy 
those who have been found willing to barter 
freedom for some paltry ofllco. The whigs are 
ready, wo trust, to take this ground nnd when 
they have filled congress with good men and 
true, they will demand at their hands the repeal 
of the Nebraska bill. Such arc our objects, nnd 
all who seek tho same end con become co-work- 
ers together with us, nnd will find us intent upon 
that great nnd good object. — Motion Atlas.

DMR SIR :—In the first note addressed by 


roe to you in tho Gazette, I said I proposed to 
show that the Hon. David N'ogglo has perpe- 
trated in the speech ho delivered at Fulton, on 
tho 4th of July last, a literary larceny. 


In tho extracts given from Mr. Chase'ri ora- 


tion and my own, I think it will bo apparent to 
you that he IMS clone so. He cluinw (it is said) 
that tho oration delivered upon the occasion 
when you were president of the day, had been 
pronounced by him ivtBeloU in 1840. This may 
bo so; but is it not a strange coincidence that 
a gentleman residing in New York should filch 
from another in the then territory of Wfecoiifin, 
a fourth of July oration ? And taking into con- 
ftidctaiioii the fuct that ho has plagiarized from 
so humble an individual as mydelf, is it not fair 
to presume that the speech delivered at your 
place was an emanation from the brain of ano- 
ther, oven though Mr. Chase may have stolen his 
address from some other gentleman? It ia said 
in tho streets, and confidently averred, that iti 
at tho time when Mr. Nogglo delivered his ad- 
dress in Belolt, in 1840, which he claims is sub- 
stantially the same, as addressed to your peo- 
ple, it was then known that that address was 
not his own production. For tho truth of this 
assertion I will not now vouch. But if the fact 
can bo ascertained hereafter, you, aii'l those 
before whom it was delivered, shall bo advised 
of tho larceny. 
But, Mr. Bowman, how will Mr. Nogglo account 


for having filched from me ? Will ho say that 
wo both havo taken our thoughts and language 
from another? If ho does, will It not placo him 
as an orator and n gentleman in a very unenvi- 
able position ? And without intending to bo 
egotistical or boiistful, I simply wish to cuy that 
I defy Mr. Noggle, or any other man, to pro- 
duce any speech or oration from which I have 
taken that portion of his address which ho has 
taken from mine. Tho thoughts therein con- 
tained perhaps are not new; but tho language 
is my own. Tho extracts arc placed side by 
side with each other, and you, or any other gen- 
tleniau, cannot fail to perceive that most of the 
sentences are almost precisely identical. 


I do not wish to abuse Mr. Noggle, but I 


merely wish to establish the proposition first 
made, that ho had committed a literary larce- 
ny. To you and tho community at large I 
leave tho issue and ask vent-judgment. 


Personally, I am unacquainted with you, and 


have addressed you simply because you were 
the president of the day on the occasion upon 
which Mr. Noggle'd oration was delivered. 


I ask your pardon for tho liberty I have ta- 


ken, and beg you to understand that the words 
' fervid eloquence,' which I used in my first note, 
do not apply to any thing which Mr. Noggle 
has stolen from me.

of 1840 in which that part of this speech which 
I have quoted, was r ubli.'hed, and upon exam- 
ining tho files of " The Juncsville Gnzctte," (if 
you have the curiosity to do go) you will find 
tho same portion in n number of that paper da- 
ted August 1st, 18-10, and again you find it in 
tho Free Press of July 18th, A. D. 1851.

havo hugged it to his bosom and kept it by his 
side—and how self-sacrificing he must have 
been to give it to tho gaze of the world three 
times within the last fourteen years and within 
a circumference of thirty miles.

MICHIGAN AND OTHER STATKP, 


—Curtain presses seem to bo very much annoy 
cd at the course pursued by tho frcesoilers and 
whlga in Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, "Wisconsin, 
Ac. Now tho course of the whigs in those states 
does not glvo us any trouble at all. 
Wo arc too 


liberal in our view* and feelings to wish to con- 
trol our whig/rieiuls in other utates. "We cheer- 
fully grant them what we claim for ourselves, 
tho right of managing our own afliiirs in our own 
•way. There may bo reasons in Michigan which 
call upon tho whig* and frecsoilers to drop their 
old organizations and unite in one party to op- 
pose the old fogy, democratic Cass party in 
Michigan. 
They have long been in power there 


nnd have hung like au Incubus about the nock 
of all Improvements and reforms. 
By following 


Cass they have become a rabid pro-slavery party 
ready to do tho bidding of their southern mas- 
ters iu all things. So long as they arc permit- 
ted to bear sway, tho state Is chained down to 
the dotard policy of Gen. Cass at home, and the 
reckless, aggressive, slavery extension poliev 
abroad. Such a state of things is well calcula- 
ted to bring together into ono party, all those 
who are alive to a sense of the danger arising 
from tho encroachments of the slave power, and 
the policy subservient to that interest which 1ms 
boon cherished by the democrats in this state. 


We leave the whigs in that state to judge for 


themselves, and to adopt such measures as they 
may think best calculated to stay the evil which 
threatens them, and to carry forward the great 
cause which every whig has nt heart. As the 
whigs of Massachusetts fuel themselves qualified 
to judge in their own case, and to nmnuge their 
own atmlrs; BO they are willing to leave their 
brethren in other states in the enjoyment of the 
8»mo privilege. What Massachusetts mny do is 
no rule for Ohio or Michigan, and what thov 
limy do is no rule for us. The whig* do not itf- 
low, like tho democrats, a central master at the 
White House to "crush out" tho independence 
of the states. Thoy do not feel willing to sur- 
render their manhood to any ono ambitions lead- 
er, or to advocate the extension of slavery at 
tho bidding of any tool of tho south. The 
whlgs are In favor of the right of private judg- 
ment, and disdain to follow the lead of any one- 
man or any set of men. 


The whigs throughout tho north arc opposed 


to tho spread of that institution in view of which 
Jefferson said, that he trembled for his country 
when he considered that God was just. And 
being thus opposed, they will use the most elll- 
clout measures to resist tho grasping spirit of 
thoso who are striving to uphold it. But the 
elllclency of the means to bo employed must de- 
pend upon circumstances. The most ctliciuut 
means in one state may not bo tho most efficient 
in another. In Massachusetts the whigs are the 
dominate party, numbering twice as many as the 
frccsoil party, and there seems to be no good 
reason why they should give up their organisa- 
tion, and form a new party when that new par- 
ty could take no other ground with any hope 
of success in opposing the encroachments of 
Blavery, than that already adopted by the whig*. 
We, like our brethren in other states, arc resolv- 
ed to assort our manhood, and strive to place a 
delegation In congress which will ho proof 
against temptation, and which will stand firm in 
freedom's cause. This is our object, and those 
who seek tho same end can co-operate with us. 


We complain of tho south, but have more 


reason to complain of tho traitors among us, 
•who betray northern interests. We want such 
action at the north as will enable us to sustain 
men who arc faithful, and to consign to infamy 
thoso who have been found willing to bnrte'r 
freedom for some paltry oflicc. 
The whigs arc 


ready, wo trust, to take this ground and when 
they have filled congress with good men and 
true, they will demand at their hands tho repeal 
of the Nebraska bill. Such are our objects, anil 
all who seek tho name end can become co-work- 
ers together with us, and will find us intent upon 
that great and good object.—Jionton Atlas.
